NEW RADIO TORPEDO CAN 
BE CONTROLLED BY AEROPLANE 


Device Is One of Those Co:.gress Is 
Asked to Purchase at Cost of 
Nearly 31,000,000. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.— Wireless 
control from an aeroplane of a coast de- 
fense torpedo has becn developed, it was 
learned today, and patents for the de- 
vice are included in the Hammond radio- 
controlled torpedo rights, for the pur.- 
chase of which the Navy Department 
has asked Congress to appropjriate 

nearly $1,000,000. 

Aeroplane contro] makes it possible to 
guide the radio torpedo through the 
water from any height, air bubbles from 
the compressed air motor of the torpedo 
tracing its course. By use of powerful 
glasses, it has been possible heretofore 
to watch a torpedo and control it from 
shore for a distance of nearly 10,000 
yards, but the aeroplane device now will 
make the missile effective to the full 
range of its motor capacity, or even far 
at sea if the torpedo is launched from a 
swift motor boat, within sight of an 
enemy ship.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 14.—Acting 
Governor William R. Painter today pa- 
roled two more convicts from the peni- 
tentilary to whom the Board of Pardons 
and Paroles, after an investigation and 
hearing of their cases, had denied clem- 


ency.. He also granted a sick parole to 
a convict from his own county. 

The men paroled were John Langen- 
dorf, a bigamist from St. Louis,” and 
Edward N. Baker, a murder convict 
from Kansas City. Both paroles were 
recommended by Democratic politicians. 


Contrary to*Governor’s Policy 

Gov. Major has uniformly refused to 
consider any applications for clemency 
except on the reccmmendation of the 
board. The practice of taking parole 
cases over the heads of the Pardon 
Board was begun by Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Painter during the absence of Gov. 
Major from the State last May, when 
he freed 36 convicts during the three 
weeks he was acting Governor. 

Painter has been in charge of the State 
government only for the last two days, 
having come here when Gov. Major went 
to Washington to see President Wilson 
in behalf of Judge Graves’ candidacy 
for appointment to the United States 
Supreme Court, 

Langendorff, the St. Louis convict re- 
leased by Painter, is paroled to Thomas 
J. McNamara of St. Louis. The parole 
was recommended vy Warden D. C. Mc- 
©lung and a number of St. Louis citi- 
zens. UWangendorf, who would have been 
freed in a short time, began serving a 
two-year term in : me 

Baker, the y convict, 
sentenced tu serve 1b years for second 
degree murder. He began his sentence 
in October, 1912, when the Supreme Court 
affirmed the verdict of the Jackson 
County Circuit Court.

Baker is 40 years old, married and has 
two grown children. He had been call- 
ing on Ruby Hirsch, 17 years old, who 
lived with her mother in Kansas City.

Baker’s parole was recommended by 
Mrs. D. C. McClung, Mrs. Elliott W. Ma- 
jor and John T. Fitzpatrick, State Labor 
Commissioner.

PRICES OF SHOES WILL BE 
ADVANCED, MAKERS DECLARE 


Reasons Given Are That the Cost of 
Material Has Advanced— 
and the .vVar. 

St. Louis shoe manufacturers con- 
cur in the belief of delegates to the 
National Boot and Shoe Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, in session in New 
York, that it will soon be necessary 
to advance the price of shoes. The 
explanation given here, as in New 
York, is that the price of materials 
has gone up. 

Frank C. Rand, vice president of 
the International Shte Co., said the 
cost of material had increased 6 to 10 
per cent, and that the margin of 
profit, formerly made small by com- 
petition, had been practically wiped 
out, at the present prices. Offfcers 
of the Hamillton-Brown and the 
Brown Shoe companies told the same 
story of advance, and said that heavy 
buying of shoes by the English Gov- 
ernment and other warring Govern- 
ments had caused a scarcity of calf- 
skin, sole leather and other ma- 
terials. Any rise in prices to the re- 
tail purchaser, it was predicted, would 
be gradual. 


BRITISH TAKE U. S$, SOLDIER 
FROM STEAMER AT JAMAICA 


Man on Way From Panama Canal to 
Washingten Released After Being 
Detained Several Hours. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—Albert Clark, 
a private in the Fifth United States In- 
fantry, was removed from the steam- 
ship Santa Marta at Jamaica by a Brili- 
ish neutrality officer, according to pas- 
eengers who arrived here on the Santa 

Marta today. 

After being detained ashore severa! 
hours, Clark was allowed to return t» 
the ship and proceed here. 

Clark, who had served 18 months in 
the Canal Zone, was proceeding .to 
Washington under orders to report to 
the Adjutant-General and was in full 
uniform. This is said to be the first 
time a United States soldier has been 
removed under similar conditions 
from an American vessel since the 
war of 1812.

Administration Announces 
Has No Intention to Inter- 
vene in Mexico. 


EL PASO AGAIN QUIET) 


Three Days’ Turmoil, Growing 
Out of Massacre of Americans, 
Ended by 150 Arrests. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—At today’s 


‘(Cabinet meeting it was decided that the 


present policy towards Mexico would be 
inaintained and Gen. Carranza would ve 
depended on to punish the Villa bandits 
who killed American citizens. 


No formal announcement was made 


but officials close to the President -de- 
clared the administration had no inten- 
tion of armed intervention in Mexico at 
present. 

The view was reiterated that Carranza 
should be given an opportunity to dem- 
onstrate his ability to restore order. 
This was encouraged by a telegram from 
Carranza to his Ambassador here, prom- 
ising every effort to run down the 
bandits. 

The attacks on the administration in 
the Senate and House were gone over 
at the meeting and Secretary Lansing 
presented reports from the border. 

No Further Steps at Present 

It was generally agreed that beyond 
making the representations already sent 
to Carranza with which he has promised 
to comply, no further steps should be 
taken at present. Whether each member 
of the Cabinet agreed with that view 
was not disclosed. 

Even should the attacks the ad- 
ministration continue in Congress, it was 
said by officials that the President will 
stand by his policy of giving the de facto 
government in México an.opportunity to 
show whether it can controh, the situa- 
tion. Carranza’s promises wWill be ac- 
cepted by the administration in good 
pielth. 


On 


Ambassador here as follows from his 
headquarfters at Queretaro: 

“The murderous attack on the pas- 
senger train near Chihuahua was made 
by the only remaining band of outlaws 
in that region. This band is being pur- 
sued by my troops with a view to Insur- 
ing its capture, whereupon condign pun- 
ishment which their crime deserves will 
be applied to every guilty participant 

‘Troops of the Constitutionalist Gov- 
ernment have been ordered to estab- 
lish patrols from end to end of the rail- 
road line in order to forfend against 
similar outrages.’’ 

Chairman Stone of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee conferred on the 
Mexican situation today with the Presi- 
dent. He said he was gathering informa- 
tion of the administration's attitude witn 
which to meet attacks in the Senate. 
He declared he did not expect Americar 
troops would be sent into Mexico unless 
there were further developments to force 
it. He considered that the Villa ele- 
ment, enraged by the recognition of Cor- 
ranza, was determined to attack Ameri- 
cans, to force intervention. He plainly 
indicated that the administration will 
look to Carranza to control the situatior, 
and punish the bandits. 

“It would be monstrous for the United 
States to go to war in Mexico at such 
a time as this,’’ declared Senator Stone 
today. ‘‘We have recognized a Govern- 
ment and it would be absurd to rush in 
without giving that Government 4 
chance to suppress and punish the ban- 
dit bands that have murdered American 
citizens. 

“T think Americans who venture into 
such districts, and Americans who ven- 
ture on belligerent ships, are commit- 
ting a crime against the Government 
whose protection they seek, though, ?f 
course, we must try to protect them as 
they have a technical legal right to gO 
into dangerous places.”’ 

Works for Intervention 

Senator Works, Republican, of 
fornia, today introduced a resolution au- 
thorizing and directing the President to 
intervene in Mexico, to establish and 
maintain a government there, until it ts 
safe to withdraw. 

“Up to this time,”’ said Senator 
Works, addressing the Senate, “Con- 
gress has permitted all responsibility 
for conditions in Mexico to rest upon 
the President. It is too grave a re- 
sponsibility. .We have all sympathized 
with the President, with the hope that 
conditfons would right themselves, with- 
out intervention. I very much doubt 
now that such a peaceful outcome ‘s 
possible. 

“Congress alone has the right to de- 
clare war, and that is what intervention 
means. Congress should courageously 
shoulder the responsibility. There is no 
reason for dividing the responsibility 
with other nations, or to impose it upon 
the President. I ask that the resolu- 
tion be referred to the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, with the hope that it 
will take prompt action.” 

The resolution was so referred. 

Senator Lodge submitted the same 
resolution he offered April 21, 1914, as 
a substitute for the resolution the Sen- 
ate then adopted authorizing the Presi- 
dent to use armed forces in Mexico to 
enforce its demands upon Gen. Huerta 
and asked that it be reprinted in the 
record. | 

“That resolution,” said Senator Lodge,

TROOPS, AIDED BY

Three Days’ Turmoil, Growing 
Out of Massacre of Ameri- 
cans Ended by 160 Arrests. 


EL PASO, Tex., Jan. 14.—United States 
army patrols were withdrawn from the 
business district today. Tranquility pre- 
vailed where last night riotous scenes 
were enacted, attributed to resentment 
against the killing of Americans at 
Santa Ysabel, Chihuahua. When ‘dis- 
orders passed beyond control of local 
police, army patrols were sent to assist 
local officers in quelling the disturb- 
ances, \ 

A call was circulated today for a mass 
meeting to protest against the ‘‘massa- 
cre of Santa Yesabel."’ 

Maj. Tom Lea, however, stopped the 
circulation of the call and forbade the 
meeting until Americans now in Mexico 
could be brought to the border. 

Gens. Rodriguez and Almeida were ex- 


jecuted at Madera shortly after their 
‘arrest, according to a dispatch received 


by the Mexican Consul from Gen. Ja- 
cinto Travino today. 

Andreas G. Garcia, Mexican Consul, 
declared today in answer to formal! in- 
quiry that no armed expeditionary force 
of Ameri would be permitted to en- 
ter Mexico \to run down Villa and his 
bandits. 

Advices from Torreon received today 
brought details of the occupation of 
Gomez Palacio by Villa forces. Thess 
advices state that on Jan. 6 Villa troops 
entered Laredo and Gomez Palacio, sub- 
urbs of Torreon, de facto government 
forces retiring to the latter city.

BRITAIN PREPARING LENGTHY 
REPLY TO U, S. SEA NOTES 


LONDON, Jan. 14.—The British reply 
to the most recent American notes, ac- 
cording to information obtained by the 
Post-Dispatch in official quarters last 
night, ia well under way, but no date 
for its dispatch has been determined, 
because it is necessary to confer with 
France before it is sent.

The board will be composed of an 
equal number of members from the va- 
rious neutral countries and will remain 
in The Hague or Stockholm with the 
financial backing of Ford. Each mem- 
ber will receive a salary, and the en- 
tire expenses of the board probably will 
Dr. Aked 
announced that he would offer his resix- 
nation from his San Francisco church. 

Lively discussions among the mem- 
bers of the expedition over the methods 
of choosing the members of the per- 
manent board marked the _ election. 
After the slate had been drawn and of- 
fered as the choice of Ford, its adop 
tion being urged because Ford was the 
financial backer of the party, John PP. 
Barry of San Francisco branded the 
scheme “as a conspiracy to railroad the 
selection without reference to the mem- 
bers.”” He said it would be considered 
a farce in the United States. 


This plan was finally withdrawn and 
the method of popular election adopt- 
ed. This lasted all day. Dr. Georze 
W. Kirchwey of Columbia University, 
New York (now Warden of Sing Sing 
prison) and Miss Emily Greene Balch of 
Wellesley University were among those 
defeated.

Gordon an opinion in connection with 
the practice of Collectors of Cole Covun- 
ty in making tax settlements with the 
County-Court.

Therefore, when any tax levy was ifn 
odd cents, as most of them were, the 
Collector profited a fraction “of 
cent on the tax bill of every 
payer whose property not 
sessed in even hundreds of dollars. 

For instance, if a taxpayer's prop-

SECAME ILL IN U. S. PRISON 


Had Notable Career as Soldier, 
Loyal to Government Until 
Madero Overthrow. 


EL PASO, Tex., Jan. 14.—Funeral ar- 
rangements for Gen. Victoriano Huerta, 
who died here at 8:35 o'clock last night, 
had mot been announced eariy -today. 
The possibility of burial in Mexico, the 
land of his birth and from which he was 
an exile, is being considered. 

Gen. Huerta had been ill nearly six 
months, his illness first becoming 


marked soon after he became a Federai 
prisoner at Fort Bliss last July. At- 
tending physicians attributed death +o 
a complication of liver complaints which 
caused a general breakdown. He was 
61 years old. 

The General's condition became alarm- 
ing last fall and he was transferred from 
Fort Bliss to his home in El Paso. Im- 
proved after a stay at his home, he was 
removed to the fort. Shortly after 
Christmas physicians recommended that 
he be removed again to his home. 

Federal guards were withdrawn and a 
$14,009 bond asked for by the Government 
for the appearance of Gen. Huerta on a 
charge of violating the neutrality laws 
of the United States was waived with 
the removal. His decline from that time 
was rapid. 

Gen. Huerta died in full possession of 
his faculties, and surrounded by the 
members of his family and several close 


friends. 
His Career as Soldier 
Gen. Victoriano Huerta was a profes- 


‘gional soldier, and as such he had, up 
to the overthrow of President Francisco 
Madero, been known for his loyal sup- 
port of the existing Governments. 
Heerta devoted himself to a military 


career from an early age. Born at Chi- 


hbuahua, in 18¢, he entered the Military 
Academy of Chapultepec when 17 and 
passed through the full course of grad- 
uation in 1875, when he was commis- 
sioned Second Lieutenant of Engineers 
During his academic term he was known 
for his predilection for scientific studies, 
particularily astronomy and mathe 
matics. 

When Porfirio Diaz began his reorgani- 
tation of the Mexican army Huerta was 
promoted Captain of Engineers and 
while holding this rank devised the plan 
for a Mexican general staff corps. He 
Was an active member of the Military 
Map Commission, created to draft a staff 
map of Mexico on a large scale, and he 
had charge of all astronomical work of 
the Commission, leading exploring and 
‘surveying parties over the wildest re- 
gions of the republic. 

Huerta saw much active service and 
was made a Brigadier-General for cam- 
paigns against the Yaqua Indians in the 
north and the Mayas in Yucatan. 

Huerta commanded all the detached 
Government forces in the State of Guer- 


| rero at the beginning of the Madero rev- 


lution. When Madero aeceded to the 
presidency, Gen. Huerta was sent back 
into Morelos with a force ty put down 
the Zapata rebellion. As a result of ill- 
feeling growing out of this campaign 
Huerta Was recalled. Subsequently he 
ied the army sent against Orozco and 
was in command at the voattle of Ba- 
chimba. For this service he was pro- 
moted to Major-General He was then 
recalled to the capital and given leave 
of absence because of un affectiog of 
the eyes, and thus did not take part in 
the supression of the first uprising led 
by Gen. Felix Diaz in October, 1912. 

Iw the second Felix Diaz resolution, 
which resulted in the overthrow of the 
Madero Government, Huerta was imme- 
diately called to active command as 
the senior ranking General, then in the 
capital. It was charged that he did 


hot carry out the operations with any 


spirit and that he disobeyed the com- 
mands of President Madero. 

Huerta was the moving spirit in the 
consummation of the pilot that resulted 
in the seizure of the person of President 
Madero and his brother Gustave. 

The assassination of President Madero 
and his brother followed and in the 
meantime Huerta, with the military be- 
Nind him, had been recognized as the 
provisional President. 


Became President Feb. 18, 1913. 


Huerta took office as Provisional | 


President Feb. 19, 1913. It was three 
days afterward that Madero, the brother 
who had been arrested with him, and 
Jose Maria Pino Suarez, Vice President 
under: Madero, were assassinated while 
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riding under guard from the palace to 
the penitentiary. 

This crime aroused a storm of indig 
tation throughout the United States. In 
many quarters there were demands for 
intervention, but President Taft, who 
was on the eve of leaving office, decid 
ed to take no action which might com 
mit the incoming administration of 
President Wilson. 

Immediately on assuming office Presa 
ident Wilson refused to recognize Huer- 
ta as the head of the Mexican Govern- 
ment. At the same time, the Mader- 
istas rallied under Venustiano Carran- 
za, Governor of Coahuila, and Francisco 
Villa declared against Huerta. 

The situation between the United 
States and Mexico then remained 
at a practical deadlock for about 
a year. Huerta in the meantime 
had called an election in which only his 
adherents were allowed to vote and he 
was declared to have been chosen Pres- 
ident. John Lind, who had been sent 
to Mexico by President Wilson, twice 
demanded that Huerta resign and Huer- 
ta twice refused. American warships 
sent to Mexican waters and American 
| troops concentrated at the border. 

The climax came in April, 1914, when a 
party of American bluejackets was 
seized at Tampico and thrown into jail. 
The Americans were quickly released, 
but Huerta refused President Wilson's 
demand for a formal salute to the Stars 
and Stripes as a measure of reparation. 
On April 12 American biuejackets and 
marinés landed at Vera Cruz in force 
and occupied the city after some street 
fighting, in which a number of Ameri- 
cans were killed. 

Shortiy afterward a mediation propo- 
sal was made by Argentina, Brazil and 
Chile, and was accepted. . Uonferences 
were held at Niagara Falls, but brought 
no decisive result. 

Matters dragged along until July i, 
when Huerta, his finances exhausted, 
his army thoroughly beaten and disor- 
ganized, his enemies growing steadily 
stronger, presented his resignation to 
the Mexican Congress. He saiied trom 
Puerto Mexico.a few days tater on the 
German cruiser Dresden. and after a 
chort stay in Jamaica, chartered a steam 
er and set out for Spain. President Wil. 
ecn ordered the evacuation of Vera 
Cruz Nov. %. 

March 3, 1915, Gen. Huerta left Spain 
ostensibly for Buenos Ayres. He disem- 
batked at Algeciras, and early in April 
Koarded a steamer for New. York, de- 
claring he was coming to this country 
simply on a pleasure trip. 

After remaining in New York for some 
time, he started West with the an- 
neunced intention of visiting the San 
Francisco-Panama Exposition. On 
June 27 he was arrested by secret serv- 
fice agents at Newman, N. M., on a 
eharge of conspiring to incite a revolu- 
tion against a friendly country. He was 
released on bond, but was rearrested by 
recret service men at El Paso on Ju!y 3, 
when apparently planning to cross the 
terder. 

During Huerta’s stay in America nu- 
r.erous stories were circulated from va- 
rious sources asserting that he was be- 
ing backed by German agents in a plot 
+9 embroil this country with Mexico. 
™pese stories were officially denied by 
Count von Bernstorff, the German Am- 
Lassador. They were revived again, 
however, by statements by Federal of- 
ficiais that Franz von Rintelen, a Ger- 
man agent, bad spent large sums of 
money endeavoring to cause disturb- 
at.ces on the Mexican border. .

Device Found te Cheat Electric Fence 
Between Beigium and 
Helland. 

TILBURG, Netherlands, Jan. 14—A 
continuous wire fence, charged with 
electricity at high tension, marks the 
border line between Belgium and Hol- 
land. To touch the wire means instant 
death, and it is seemingly impossible for 
even a cat to crawl through unseathed. 
Asa matter of fact, electrocuted dogs, 
cats and chickens are often found en- 
meshed in the wires. Resolute smuz- 
giers, however, are undismayed and con- 
Stantliy devise new tricks to circumvent 

the “line of death.” 

In a field near Baarle-Nassau, close to 
the frontier, a whole set of contrivances 
has been discovered which enables a 
man to cross the line unharmed.

150,000 MUSKRAT 


SKINS = SOLD AT 
Bl FUR AUCTION 


$50,000 and Prices 
94 to 


This morning’s seasion of the fur auc- 
tion at Funsten Brothers’, Second and 
Eim streets, was devoted to the sale of 
muskrat skins, for which there was 
lively bidding. 

The muskrat is known to furriers as a 
“Staple,” as are skunk and opossum 
skins. The two latter will be sold this 
afternoon. 

Up to noon about $56,900 worth of 
muskrat skins had been sold. The num- 
ber was approximately 159,000, and the 
price ranged from 9% cents to 48% cents 
& skin. The crowd was the largest which 
has been on the floor at any time during 
the auction, 2 buyers being present. 

The highest price received today was 
for 341. black muskrat skins, which 
brought 43144 cents each. Buyers said 
the change in style from the light furs 
worn last season to dark furs for this 
season influenced the price, and that a 
shortage in dyestuffs also had much to 
do with the increase in price of dark 
furs. 

The sales yesterday included some of 
the highest priced furs that will b- 
offered—sitver and blue fox, sea otter. 
chinchilla, Russian sable and white and 
cross fox. Forty thousand dollars’ 
worth of blue fox, a total of 566 skins. 
was sold in the morning at prices that 
were said to be above the average. The 
prices received for some of the silver 
fox skins, however, were disappointing. 

Ordinary pelts brought satisfactory 
prices, but the fancy ones were bid in 
at figures considerably lower than those 
obtained at the sale in October. the top 
price yesterday being $2550 for a pair. 
At the October sale a pair of skips 
brought $3619. 

There were only two sta otter pelts 
offered, and ther were bought by a 
Chicago concern for $1010 and 3610. re- 
spectively. 

Chinchilla pelts, of which 287 were 
sold, were bid in at prices ranging from 
5 to $0. The chinchilla is about the 
size of a large squirrel, and abides in 
Chile and Peru: the most desirable skin« 
come from the mountains and the 
cheaper ones from the plateaus. 

The prices on Russian sables, of which 
300 were’ sold, ranged from $3 to s) 
each, 3500 white foxes from $8 to $2 
and 725 cross foxes from $10 to $109.

Her intention had 
been, so she declared, to go to America 
and her passage had been taken in Hol- 
land for the United States. At Falmouth 
She declared that she was ill, did not 
care to continue the trip to America and 
wuuld go ashore. 

This probably was the first time such 
a thing had happened. That the woman, 
who said she was a Baroness, should 


er an object ef the greatest curiosity 
for the English. They took her ashore 
and questioned her. She said she wanted 
to go to London. Why London, they 
demanded, but she simply shook her 
head and said she was ill and wanted 
t« visit London. She insisted that she 
had no business there except to go from 
there back to Holland. 

The British authorities permitted 
her to wander about Falmouth, fol- 
lowing her all the time, but she con- 
tinued to prove one of the greatest 
mysteries since the beginning of the 
war. 

Finally the British authorities con. 
cluded the best thing to do was to 
send her back to Rotterdam. So the 
woman came aboard the Rotterdam 
on the little launch which brought 
the steamer’s clearing papers. 

“She is a mystery to us,” the com- 
mander said to me.

Inspection in the Downs 

The Rotterddm was detained an- 
other 24 hours in the Downs, just 
around from Dover, where the pas- 
sengers were questioned once more.

The British officials were 
more careful in looking over a pas- 
senger with a Swiss passport than 
another with one issued in Washing- 
ton. The boarding officers carried a 
number of books, to which they re- 
ferred while examining a passenger.

Apologized in English 
From Rotterdam I went to The Hague 


and from there to Bentheim on the 
German-Dutch frontier. There my ex- 
amination was not very strict. The cus- 
toms official who had passed me eight 
months ago recognized me and stamped 
my ticket to indicate that the physical 
examination had already been made. 
Nevertheless, I was invited to enter 4% 
small examination chamber, where ia 
soldier started to open my umbrella and 
search for hidden secrets. When the sol- 
dier suddenly discovered that i was not 
subject to examination he apologized in 
very good English, although in the be- 
ginning he had insisted that he did not 
lunderstand the English language at all. 

On the train which took me to Bent- 
heim was a very timid little miss. I 
had noticed that she looked over my 
shoulder to get a glimpse of my pass- 
port, so after she had got through her 
final examination and while in the res- 
taurant at the depot, she introduced her- 
self as a fellow scribe. She gave her 
card and she was from Duluth or St. 
Paul and represented some Western 
newspaper and was going to write some- 
thing for a New York afternoon news- 
paper. 

The poor woman looked as if she did 
not have a friend left in the world. She 


had come to Germany to report some- | 


thing about the war and could not speak 
the German tongue. Had they examined 
her? They had. Little by little she told 


that the examination had been so thor- | 


ough that she had been compelled to re- 
move every one of her garments except 
her stockings. 

“And they felt those,”’ she explained. 
“Of course,”’ she hastened to add, ‘the 
examination was made by a very nice 
old lady.”’ 


Women as Spies 
While traveling in Germany Americans 


are being watched in a most careful 
way. The system of espionage in the 
Fatherland is getting more exacting 
every day. The Germans feel that they 
must guard military secrets with the 
greatest possible care and that every- 
thing must be done to prevent any leak. 


They know that English spies swarm the 


country, but they do not seem to have 
captured many. 

A soldier will never talk about army 
matters while in the presence and hear- 
ing of strangers. The placards warn- 
ing him against foreign spies are for- 
ever staring him in the face. 

There are almost as many women 
spies as there are men. They travel 
about in railway carriages and form 
your acquaintance in a manner that 
proves them to be well adapted to their 
work. You find sples at every hotel. 
Sometimes the clerks are in the em- 
ploy of the Government. Other times 
the women servants are doing the spy- 
ing. But no matter who is thus em- 
pk ed, you can gamble that somebody 
in every hotel soon xnows all your se- 
crets, surely what you carry about and 
whom .you meet’or from whom you re- 
ceive mail. The only guarantee against 
being spied about is elaborate tipping. 
This is not regarded as a bribe. You 
can tip nearly every one in a hotel 
and you need not be in fear of offend- 
ing anybody. 7 

That the spy system and the system 
of inspection was getting more severe 
from day to day was impressed upon me 
when I wanted to leave Germany for 
Holland and the United States once 
more. 

At the German-Dutch frontier as soon 
as a train arrives from Germany all the 
passengers are told to leave the cars. 
Uniformed guards take charge of the 
baggage and the travelers go to a little 


C gate whith connects with the inspection 


hall proper. 

First the railway tickets are inspect- 
ed. You go a little further along and 
you are stopped by a member of the 
Landsturm:. Just behind him is a small 
desk, around which are a number of 
iniformed officials. A captain of infan- 
try in full uniform hovers about and 
glances at the passports. 

It is needless to say that others scru- 
tinize the passports in the most careful 
manner. In addition you are asked 
who you are, although all this is con- 
tained on the passport. They want to 
know where you come from, whither 
you.are bound and w! ut your business 
is. Then they carefully compare your 
person with the description. supplied 9n 
the pass. More questions and you are 
given a small piece of pasteboard with 
a number on it. This number is then 
written in pencil on the passport and 
you are told to go to the customs for 
still further examination. The paas- 
port is kept by the man behind the desk. 
It is not returned to you in a hurry, 
for everything is proceeded with in a 
slow but very business-like manner. 


Belongings Examined 
The guard who took charge of your 


baggage on your leaving the train is 
‘on hand. He places it on a long table 
and then opens it. Just behind, you 
can never really tell where they sud- 
denly come from, are two soldiers tn 
uniform. One is on either side so that 
it is impossible for the traveler to pass 
anything from his luggage to his pock- 
ets. 

The baggage is opened, and before 
you know what is happening the two 
soldiers are taking plece after piece 
from your suit case. Not content with 
looking it over, they feel up and down 
the seams, look into every pocket. 

The examination was finally completed 
tnd by the time the passport had been 
returned to me the train for Holland 
had gone. To wait for the next train 
was all that was left. 

How different was the reception at 
the frontier station In Holland. A very 
pelite official asked if I had any duti- 
able merchandise. When assured to the 
rontrary, the customs official chaiked 
each plece of baggage without onening 
any and with a military salute wished 
me @ pleasant voyage.

ULLAN UP MEXICO, 


Colonel Gives .Interview to 
New York Papers Condemn- 
ing President’s Policy. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—Theodore 
Roosevelt would send 
Wood to Mexico at the head of an army 

to ‘“‘clean up the country.” 
“There is a hundred times the 
cation fpr interfering in Mexico that 


there was for interfering in Cuba,’’ the 
Tribune quotes him as saying. ‘“‘We 
should act through the regular army, 
for this kind of police work is not the 
work for volunteers. The mar to do 
the job is Gen. Wood, the man who did 
the job in such fine shape in Cuba.” 

The Times says Col. Roosevelt ac- 
cused the President of “‘dickering for 
the German-American vote in connec- 
tion with the submarine settlement and 
asserts that the administrat‘on in warn- 
ing Americans to leave Mexico had 
copied the tactics of the German em- 
bassy in Warning Americans not to sail 
on the Lusitania. As a result of the 
administration’s policy of weakness, he 
said, the country had ahead of it “an 
evil day of reckoning when the Euro- 
pean war was ended.”’ 

Some of the Colonel’s remarks follow: 

“This dreadful outrage is only an in- 
evitable outcome of the policy that has 
been followed in Mexico for the last five 
years, and above all for the last three 
years.’’ 

Derides “Watchful Waiting” 

“The. policy of watchful waiting’’—the 
Colonel emphasized the phrase derisive- 
ly—‘‘the policy of not interfering with 
‘blood spilling,’ the policy of asking 
South and Central American republics to 
take from us the responsibilities that 
we are too timid to take, has borne its 
fruits. 

“In the past Carranza, whom President 
Wilson has recognized as forming the 
Government of Mexico, had done to our 
people just exactly such things as the 
Villistas have done. 

“It is not a year since Mr. Wilson sent 
Mr: Scott down to the border to make a 
treaty with Villa, who had already com- 
mitted outrages of this kind, and out- 
rages not only against men, but against 
women. 

“President Wilson has permitted these 
different bandit factions to get from us 
or with our permission, the arms with 
which they have killed American private 
citizens, American soldiers and the hus- 
bands and fathers of the women whom 
they have outraged. 

“There is a hundred times more justi- 
fication for interference in Mexico than, 
there was for interference in Cuba. We 
should have. interfered years ago.

rested in the Quaker City yesterday 


charged with having tried to obtain $8006 
from Mrs. J. Bolton Winpenny for the 
suppression of an alleged Mann act case 
against her son, Marshall Winpenny. 

Department of Justice agents sald But- 
ler was a “fake” wiretapper and a 'ead- 
ing spirit tn the nation-wide blackmai} 
scheme. Mrs. Winpenny is the widow 


tune is estimated at more than $1,000,000. 


Make Use of Mann Act 
New York Federal agents say persons 
have been easy préy to the blackmail- 
ers in Manhattan, who, in these cases, 
dropping threats of prosecution under 
the Mann act, made illegal operations 
the basis of blackmail. 

This phase of their activities is being 
investigated by Capt. William Jones of 
the Third Branch Detective Bureau. The 
police say that the gang obtained the 
names of physicians who had performed 
illegal operations ard by threatening ar- 
rest got large sums of money. The 
women members of the gang got the 
doctors into compromising situations, 
acting as lures, as in the cases of the 
wealthy young men whom they induced 
to accompany them out of the State.

She testified that the prisoner and one 
other man had come to her home last 
June and represented themselves as Fed- 
eral officers. They told her that grave

At first $8000 was de- 
manded, but when she demurred at this 
Butler dropped to $5000, she said. 

Mrs. Winpenny took the matter up 
with another son, an attorney, who ad- 
vised her to inform the Government 
authorities.

SAYS U.S. MEXICAN 
POLICY 1S FAILURE 


Declares Administration Has Not 
Protected Americans, ‘‘and 
Indeed Has Hardly Tried.” 


NEW YORK, Jan. 14—The New York 
American, which is intensely anti-Wil- 
son, today prints, in connection with 
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the news on the Mexican situation, an 
interview with Cardinal Gibbons, ob- 
, tained by a Washington correspondent, 
in which the Cardinal is quoted as say- 


ing that the administration has failed 
to protect American lives and property 
in Mexico and indeed ,hardly has tried, 
The Cardinal is quoted as saying: 

“All that has been done in Mexico 
in the past for civilization, for progress, 
for humanity, has been done under the 
guidance of the church. Today the 
church is cut off from all communion 
with its people in that sorely distréssed 
land. 

“We would cive them material aid, 
but our agencies for assistance are 
shattered, our Bishops exiled, our 
clergy without abiding places. We can 
see nothing in the immediate future but 
a continuance of the domination of the 
forces of irreligion, atheism and an- 
archy in the Mexican country.”’ 

Would Aid in Peace 

“With no desire to embarrass Presi- 
dent Wilson, but rather having every 
to aid in all endeavors to 0bring 
peace and quiet again to the people of 
Mexico, I cannot be blind to the fact 
that the ultimate destruction of all 
authority in that land is the logical 
result of the policy of this administra- 
tion from its very inception. 

“We cannot apply to the Mexicans the 
principles upon which our own Govern- 
ment is founded. Simple, illiterate, un- 
trained for participation in even the 
humblest functions of government, they 
have been unfit to be suddenly called 
upen to organize their state along the 
democratic line of our own. 

“The strong man has been needed in 
Mexico. The long and energetic rule of 
Porfirio Diaz demonstrated that. But 
since Diaz no strong man has won the 
favor of our Government.”’ 

“What of Carranza?’ 

“His strength is merely that of the 
outlaw, the bandit temporarily in pow- 
er: the forces behind him is of such a 
character that no state can ever be 
founded enduringly upon them. 

Foes to Religion 

‘They are said to be hostile to the 
Catholic church. Undoubtedly, this Is 
true, but it Is only part of the truth. 
They are the foes of religion; hostile to 
the idea of divine power itself. 

“They are revolutionists against the 
church and state alike, and, like the 
«xtreme wing of the French revolution- 
ists, would abolish all forms of religion 
all idea of man’s responsibility to God 

“So far as the United States commit- 
ing itself to the recognition of Car- 
ranza is concerned, Senator Lodge ex-

‘The church will, of course, put in its 
claim for compensation. But that claim 
will not be urged to the point of delay- 
ing in any degree the work of re-estab- 
lishing order and stable government, if 
that task shall be committed to trust- 
worthy hands. 

“Tt ie the complete check to our spirit- 
val and humanitarian work which we 
most deplore. Study Mexican history as 
you will, find that every step of the 
Mexican people upward has been guided 
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one flouted and her care repulsed, then 
came the evil days which Mexico is now 
enduring. 

“And they think to build up again the 
shattered evidence of Mexican hopes and 
aspirations and by trusting. the very 
men who did most to drag it down! It 
is unthinkable. Impossibie! 

“That is the reason why, with every 
recognition of the many perplexities 
which beset President Wilson tn his ef- 
fort to deal with this problem, ‘is still 
very grave apprehensions about the re-

“Mexico is today in worse shape than 
ever before. The whole truth about the 
outlawry, the robbery, the wholesale as- 
sassinations in that unhappy country is 
not being told. 

“Our Government is not now proatect- 
ing and never has protected its own 
reople in Mexico. I do not myself be- 
lieve: that we should have intervened 
by force of arms. That would have 
been the worst of all possible policies.

STATE CONVENTION 


Opposes Excelsior Springs Man’s 
- Attempt to Bar Progressives 
From Republican Fold. 
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A fight to eliminate EB. L. Morse of 
Excelsior Springs as the dominating 
factor in Missouri Republican politics | 
will be staged at the meeting of the| 
Republican State Committee at the; 
Pianters Hotel tomorrow. The com- 
mittee will issue a call for a State 
convention to elect delegates and al- 
ternates at large to the Republican | 
National Convention, and will nomi- 
nate an electoral ticket. 

Jacob L. Babler, chairman of the 
Republican State Committee, will lead 
the fight on Morse. Babler and 
Morse, formerly closely identified in 
State politics, recently disagreed on 
questions of policy. Morse, one of. 
the leaders of the Taft forces in 1912,, 
has been for several days, seeking the | 
proxies of State committeemen in an 
effort to have adopted a resolution 
making the 1912 vote the basis for 
representation in the State conven- 
tion. The Morse plan would shut out 
the Progressives, who have returned 
to the party since the 1912 election. 
Babler, and the element of the State 
Committee associated with him, has 
been trying to win the Progressives 
buck to the party. 


Morse Obtains Proxies 
Morse spent two days in St. Louis 


this week planning his campaign 
against Babler’s progrgm, and since 
then has been trying to persuade com- 
mitteemen either to vote for his'| 
scheme, or to give their proxies to 
him. He obtained the proxies of sev- 
eral members of the committee, but 
Babler since has urged them to attend | 
the committee meeting in person. 

Babler sent a long letter to every 
member of the committee outlinnig 
Morse's plan, and showing how it 
would cut down the representation of 
the different counties in the conven- 
tion. The Morse plan is declared by 
Babler to be an effort to close the 
doors to the Progressives by permit- 
ting only men who supported Taft at 
the 1912 election to have a voice in 
the State Convention. 

If Morse should contro! the State 

Committee tomorrow he plans to have 

, it give the State convention authority 
10 select a siate of preferential candi- 
dates for United States Senator, Gov- 
ernor and other State officers. The con- 

Vention would thus undertake to usurp 

the prerogatives of the State primary. 

Babler said he would fight any such 

acheme in the committee meéeting. 

Morse is said to have figured that be 

could contro! a State conventfon made 
Lp entirely of delegates who supported 
Taft in 1912. If Morse's plan should be 
vdopted there would be only 723 dele- 
gates in the State convention, while 
there would be 1151 if the 1908 vote 
ehould be used as the basis of repre- 
eentation. 

Opposes “Disfranchisement’ Plan 

As the Republican party was split in 

1912 ,Babler asserts that the vote of that 
vear would be unfair as a basis of 
representation, and that- either the vota 
of 1908, 1910 or 1914 should be used. Bab- 
ler, in hig letter to State Committeemen, 
said that he was unwilling to be a party 
to a scheme to disfranchise thousands 
of Republicans who felt that they had 
# grievance in 1912. 
* Morse expects to have the support of 
Otto F. Stifel and the Koeln faction of 
the Republican City Committee of St. 
Louls. Morse is not a member of the 
State Committee, and has never held 
any public office, but during the great- 
er part of the last 10 years he has con- 
trolled the Republican State Committee 
and dictated the election of chairmen. 
It was through his influence that Bab- 
ler became chairman. 

Morse, starting out as a country law- 
ver without clients, in Excelsior Springs. 
has made a large fertune from the min- 
eral springs which he owns, and has 
Played the game of politics with a free 
hand for the last li wears. He has been 
leading the movement to elect delegates 
favorable to United States Senator John 
W. Weeks of Massachusetts for Presi- 
dent. Former Gov. Hadley led the figh: 
against Moree in 1912. when the resue 
was the lection of delegates for Taft or 
Roosevelt, and the fight resulted in a 
split delegation.

Beach was married again itast May, in 
San Antonio, to Mrs. Anna E. Inman. 


Beach told of paying the rent and up- 
keep on Mrs. McElroy’s flat at 6496 
Florissant avenue, and admitted that at 
the same time he was educating four 
young women by furnishing them with 
funds to pay their tuition at business 
college. 

In making admissions about his rela- 
tions with Mrs. Beach at the Florissant 
avenue flat, the gray-haired and wrin- 
kled defendant pounded his fist on a 
table and exclaimed: 

“When a woman desires to accom- 
plish a certain purpose she will sacrifice 
body and soul to ehsnare the man who 
can give her what she wants!’ Then 
he added dramatically, “I am a son of 
Adam.”" 

He Was Shy Before Others 


But Beach said he was shy about 
being caressed when others were about. 
He said Mrs. McElroy had embraced 
him on different occasions when other 
persons were present, and that he re- 
sented and disapproved of such action. 
A memorandum, introduced fn evidence 
before Special Commissioner Cleveland. 
A. Newton, disclosed that a short time 
ago Beach settled $1500 upon Mrs. Mc- 
Elroy to compromise a breach of prom- 
ise suit. Beach denied, however, that he 
had ever made love to Mrs. McEiroy, or 
had promised to marry her. He insisted 
that she did all the love making and 
that he simply paid the bills. 

His acquaintance with Mrs. McElroy 
began, Beach said, when she was a 
waitress in a restaurant near Sixth and 
1 Pine streets, where he ate. He said he 
came to know her well, and in the sum- 
mer of 1912 decided she was worthy of a 
better position. He persuaded her to 
open a savings account and took her to 
the Mercantile Trust Co., where the 
first deposit was made in her name.

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THE WAR’S MORTGAGE ON THE WORLD. 
Of information on the new war debts of the 
world, perhaps the most detailed and exhaustive 
fe that at the disposal of I. Newton Hoffman who 
writes on the subject in the Journal of the Amert- 
can Bankers’ Association. 

The debts of all countries of the world in 1918 
footed up $43,000,000,000. This indebtedness now

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AT KUT-EL-AMARA. 

If it is true that 10,000 British troops are actu- 
ally surrounded at Kut-El-Amara, it will not be 
the first time that bodies of British soldiers have 
found themselves in desperate situations. 

At the siege of Lucknow, the small garrison of 
British and native troops endured a heavy bom- 
bardment for nearly three months and were re- 
duced from a total of 1720 to 982. ‘The retreat 
from Kabul, when Afghanistan revolted, saw a 
force of 4500 soldiers reduced by slaughter to 20, 
and of the British who left Kabul, only one 
reached Jalalabad alive. At Ladysmith, in the 
Boer War, the British troops were besieged for 
four months and lost 3200 of the small garrison. 

British regiments are inured to disaster, usually 
brought upon them by errors in judgment of lead- 
ers. But this Kut-El-Amara situation seems to 
be rather more desperate than anything in the 
history. of the fighting English. ff they win out, 
the story will surely be worth reading.

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WOMEN VOTERS AND PREPAREDNESS.
